Karn and give. For a year the young 
people of America have been coached 
In thrift Instead of the old prohloni 
In the arithmetic hook, "If Mary's 
inotlier gave licr three apples, Jane 
gave her two, and she ate one, hovr 
many would she hare?" the third grade 
girl is now sent to the blacliboard to 
solve, "How many Tlirift stamps at 
2,") cents apiece will Mary own at the 
cud of 12 months if she saves 10 cents 
a week?" 

The Rirl in the grade nbove her is 
learning in her arithmetic lesson how 
many Thrift stamps It takes to buy the 
yarn for 500 helmets for the soldiers 
in France. Still farther on the eighth 
grader Is told to figure in terms of War 
Savings stamps how much it costs to 
supply a regiment of Uncle Sam's men 
with shelter tents. 

And now tlie Earn and Give club of 
the younger girls of the Young Wom- 
en's Christian association is organ- 
ized to turn those Thrift lessons into 
giving. The children of America have 
been turning in pennies and nickles 
and pasting a green stamp on their 
Thrift card. The Earn and Give club 
can now use some of those cards and 
War Savings stamps in their campaign 
among the younger people for the 
united war fund. 

This fall when the war council of 
the y. W. C. A. made plans for the 
1018 war drive, it included in its pro- 
gram the rule that no young girls un- 
der eighteen can do any soliciting, 
(>n tin* streets or otherwise. They can 
give, but they can only give by earn- 
ing.^ Consequently In order to co-or- 
dinate the efforts of the girls in all the 
districts over the country, the Earn 
and Give club is enrolling members 
and has given out an estimate of $5 
apiece to be earned for the war fund 
campaign by the American girls who 
istill count their age in 'teens. Five 
dollars apiece from the younger girls 
of the country will mean that the na- 
tion as a whole will fill its charitable 
organizations' war chest. 

Some higli school girl in New York 
city is going to earn her $5 by shining 
her own shoes instead of stopping at 
the Greek stand on her way to school 
and by juaking her own sandwiches for 
her noon lunch. Out in Iowa the girl 
who has been spending 15 cents plus 
war tax for a movie three nights a 
week is going to draw a line through 
t^ie movie habit except when there is 
an especially j^od bill. More than one 
girl plans 'jjleaD all her own gloves 
•iiid ( "> sal v:ii.'' " " ^ r>>i • 
I ad colli -t^ons of junk aoout the 
house which should be sold to the Junk 
man to be worked over into some pro- 
ductive Industry. The girls in their 
'teens are going to earn Instead of 
ask others for the money. They are to 
sacrifice and give in their own names 
and older women will make the public 
requests for money elsewhere. 

Many of the girls who are waiting 
to join the Earn and Give club are al- 
ready Patriotic leaguers, and they have 
learned several practical lessons in the 
thrift that will make them effective 
members of the new club by their con- 
servation of fruits and vegetables. 
They have canned and pickled. Now 
when the end of summer bringsr the 
beginning of school they will change 
their thrift into winter thrift and be- 
gin saving their $5 for the Y. W. C. A. 
war fund. 

"Wherever You Are Is the Westerp 
^^I'ront" is the slogan which the Earp 
and Give club has adopted. Anna, one 
wiry tiiirteen-year-old daughter of New 
York's East side, who was one of the 
first and youngest mend)ers to join the 
campaign iit a New York settlement 
house, had (o have it explained to her 
that instead of western front meaning 
tight and fight meaning fists, the west- 
tiTH front means work and work means 
save in ordt-r to give. 

The girl who joins the Earn and 
(jive club will discover that in con- 
junction with her working and saving 
. in order that her club will furnish its 
quota of the money that is going to 
help the girls like herself In France 
and Belghnn, she will al.so find niuner- 
ous ways in the community to help the 
war that sijc had never dreamed of. 
Slie will see that all the fruit pits and 
stones that can he saved from her own 
dining table and frotn those of her 
neighbors, are dropped into the little 
red barrel at fhc; corner, in order that 
the cairbon whicli the seeds contain can 
be used in making charcoal for the 
American soliliers' l'us masks. She will 
save all lli'- lin foil tliat slie Ke(;s for 
lilt! Ked Civiss. She will hel|> C()llect 
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clothing for ilie French and 
orphans and perhaps send tliera some 
of hci- ow n. 

School gills in India, children from 
squalid, dingy homes, with absolutely 
no .spending money, gave last year to 
Belgian and Armenian relief when 
they themselves were not getting 
enough to < at.

Four hundred thousand girts in 47 
states have become Patriotic Leaguers 
aioc^ America declared war. If as 



' From the Mississippi valley to the 
flaming front in Flanders Is not as far 
today as the distance from Paris to 
Berlin. The Atlantic ocean is not as 
wide as the River Somme. The f^tl 
In the munition factory In the middle 
West is very close to her brother in 
the front-line trenches. If her work 
falters, if one untrue torpedo passes 
the careful scrufiny of the Inspector, 
the lives of American soldiers t>ay 
the price. 

It is as necessary to keep the girl 
who makes the shells physically fit 
and high of courage as the man who 
Qres .the gnn. 

The glory and excitement of war 
ore for the man in khaki. Grinding, 
monotomms labor far awny from the 
flying flags and martial music is the 
portion of the girl who makes muni- 
tions. 

One and a half million women and 
girls have marched Into the service of 

the United States government, to take 
the places of the men who have been 
called to the colors. With every draft 
and with the opening of every muni- 
tion cantonment the number is mul- 
tiplied. These girls work long inmrs 
and the work is hard and monotonous. 
Furthermore, they work at high nerv- 
ous tension. On the skill of their fin- 
gers and the accuracy of their eyes de- 
pends the lives of many soldiers, the 
winning or losing of-^mauy battles. 

•T can't sleep at night because I'm 
so afraid I may have passed on some- 
thing that was not quite true," said 
one young girl not yet in her twenties, 
who inspected hundreds of torpedoes 
every day. 

Unless something can make this girl 
forget at night, and find some rest, her 
hand will lose its cunning. 

"Nights and Sundays," said another, 
"I walk and walk, and I never go the 
same route twice until I have worn 
out all the others, and yetX^can't for- 
get that perhaps some time, somehow, 
during the day something may have 
gone through that was not quite right." 

'T was just on tlie edge of going 
back liome," said another. "I couldn't 
stand it. Then the recreation leader 
asked me If I played basket ball, and 
I told her I was too old. I'm twenty- 
eight. She insisted that I Just try 
throwing the ball, and now Tm captain 
of the basket ball team. T piny tennis, 
and can 'st^t np' and 'wig-wag,' and 
they're going to make me forewoman 
of ihe room. That woul^ have fris[l;t- 

thing Is different ntw, that ive have 

nui War Service club." - 

The war department had seen the 
need of occupations for out-of-work 
hours if the employees were to work 
lit their greatest efficiency, and through 
-the ordnance department asked the 
Young Women's Christian Association 
for recreation leaders, to line up the 
girls and direct their free-time pleas- 
ures. 

The government reminded the Y. W. 
C. A. that as an organization It always 
had had an interest In the right hous- 
ing of girls. In the right feeding of 
girls, and in the right education of 
girLs, and that the intelligent care of 
these girls in 'the munitions factories 
was one of the essentials In the win- 
ning of the war. The government 
could house and feed .them. It could 
put np recreation buildings, but when 
this was done it was as helpless as the 
father of a motherless girl. The gov- 
ernment is a composite man. He didn't 
know what a girl should do when the 
six o'clock factory whistle blew. He 
only knew .she needed looking after 
and he called to the one woman's or- 
ganization tliat for half a century had 
made a study of the needs of girls. 
Vaguely, he had an idea that she 
should be encouraged to play, that 
she needed wholesome recreation, and 
some one, wise and sympathetic as a 
careful mother, to guide her social ac- 
tivities. 

The Blue Triangle sent its play lady 
to salute and go to work. Workers are 

a.sked for in recreation buildings of 
nil the 22 federal industrial reserva- 
tions or munition cantonments which 
have been opened this summer in sev- 
eral of the states. These reservations 
sprung np out of the very fields in a 
few weeks. They are employing thou- 
sands of workers. Many of these 
women have come from far distant 
homes. The government provided 
dormitories and mess barracks. In 
some places it is putting up recreation 
buildings. Where .such a building Is 
not provided by the government, tlie Y. 
W. C A. will furnish it, using one al- 
ready standing when available, and 
building when that is necessary. All 
these buildings, whether government 
or association-owned, operate un- 
der the sign of the Blue Triangle. They 
will have big living rooms, assembly 
rooms for entertainments, club rooms, 
and gymnasiums. The Blue Triangle 
will fnriHsh :i progratn of .service work, 
educational classes, ^^mies and enter- 
tainments. Military and signal corps 
drills will be in char'^e of soldiers. 

In AVashington, the members of the 
Business Women's council, a Blue Tri- 
angle league of the Y. W. C. A., made 
up of girl goveminent oniplo.vees, drill 
^vlce a week iindei- an army odieoV, 
and betv.etii tjvc and ^ix o'clock on 
these day> long lines of motorcars are 
■parked to wateh the drill. 

Wherever possible the recreation 
equipment includes a field somewhere 
for,j?»t(i.oor...spprt9. 

■ War clubs are a part of the plan and 
membership in these involves a pledge 
to serve to the best of the girl's abll-

GIVE SOUR MILK TO CHICKS 



Found Beneflefal In Cases of White 
Diarrhea by Professor Kau|>p 
of North Carolina. 

When white diarrhea attacks a flock 
of young chicks many of them die, 
•vhile those ihat survive are more ar 
(ess stunted. Feeding freely on sour 
oAlI; has been found beneficial. If sovr 
milk does not act against the disease 
It at least gives the chicks greater 
strength and vitality so they are not 
Eeriously affected if attacked. 

In some tests by Professor Kmipp 
of North Carolina be found that chicks 
fed on sour milk quickly recovered 
when attacked and the loss was only 
10 to 16 per cent. In a similar lot, 
handled and fed the same except for 
the milk, the loss was 24 per cent the 
Grst month, while the remainder were 
^n such a weakened condition that at 
the end of ^|^t weeks 86 per coit bad 
died. 



TO GET EGGS DURING WINTER 



Comfortable Houses Must Be Provided 
to Secure IMost Profitabta Re* 
turns From Hens. 

Times have changed since chickens 
roosted ont on the trees and fences. 

Once in a while you may see such 
farms where hens are permitted to 
follow this old way of foraging. But 
as a rule every hen must pay a profit 
or she goes to market and at an early 
age too. Hens are measured by the 
number of eggs they lay instead of hy 
the number of pounds they weigli. Ex- 
pensive houses are not necessary but 
must be comfortable to insure proper 
egg laying. A house should accom- 
modate as many hens as space calls 
for without crowding; about two 
square feet of floor space per hen Is 
about right. This keeps up the tom- 
pernture in cold nights and still gives 
scratching ro<im to insure egg produc- 
tion.

The U. S. Boys' V7orking Reserve was organizea 
by the Government as a part of the U. S. Employ- 
ment Service, Department of Labor, to mobilize the 
boy power of the nation. Because the farms needed 
help, the Boys' Working Reserve has confined its 
efforts chiefly to sending young men workers to the 
farms. At least a quarter million Reserve boys will 
take part in farming operations this summer. Many 
of these young men have been trained in the rudi- 
ments of farming in high school courses and in train- 
ing camps established under the auspices of 
the Reserve in many states. The Boys' 
Working Reserve is dedicated to the task 
of making a producer out of every phj'si- 
cally fit boy who is not employed or la- 
in a non-useful occupation.
